Mrs. Jean Peterson of MGM Movies called on 3 August 19&5 an <3- talked to 
Col. S.J. Grogan. She said that MGM is making a movie and has fictitious names 
of agents and does not want to use names believed to be fictitious and then 
have it revealed that such names belong to CIA agents. Legal and moral reasons 
cause request that CIA check names. I told her to make a request in writing, 
and she said that she will do it. 
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
